EXPLOSIONS IN LONDON. 


~ Dastardly Attempts to Blow Up 
Trains.” 


Underground Explosions—Several Seriously 
Injured—Great Excitement—No Trace 
of the Perpetrators of the 
Outrages. 


‘Lonpon, Oct. 31.—At 8 o’clock last 


night an explosion occurred near the 


Praed street underground station. A 
passenger train at the scene of the ex- 
plosion was considerably damaged and 
about forty passengers burned and 
wounded, some dangerously. Railroad 
officials express the opinion that the dis- 
aster was caused by explosive magerial 
_ placed in one of the carriages of the tiain 
for the purpose of producing the catastro- 
phe.. Simultaneously with the Praed 
street affair an explosion occurred on the 
underground railway between the Charing 
with 
effects similar to the Praed street ex- 


plosion. Both explosions are matters of 
the greatest mystery. It is generally 
thought to be of Fenian origin. 


FULLER REPORT. 


The excitement over the explosions on. 
the underground railway last night is very 
great. A large number of policemen, un- 
der special inspectors, were on duty all 
night at the various railway stations, and 
guarding the line with a heavy force. 
The explosion at Charing Cross occurred 
ata distance of two hundred yards west of 
the station.’ There was no‘train there at 
the time. The walls of the tunnel were 
- battered bit the rails were not misplaced. 
The windowein the station were blown 
out, but the roof was not damaged and 
no person was hurt there. At the Pracd 
street station the force of the explosion 
was terrible! The tunnel there was not 
destroyed, but a deep hole was excavated 
in the road-bed; the bricks were blown 
out and the gaspipes and telegraph lines 


broken® The refreshment saloon was 
wrecked, and the windows of the other 
rooms in the st :tion were shattered. The 


explosion occurred immediately under a 
passing train, furty yards from the sta- 
tion. All the persons injured were in the 
last two carriages. Twenty-eight persons 
wounded were taken to St. Mary’s Hospi- 
‘tal; four of them are seriously hurt, but 
are expected to recover. The others were 
able to go to their homes to-night. Both 


explosions occurred at 6:10 last evening. 


ADDITIONAL FACTS. 

* Lonpoy, October 31.—All the detectives 
of the metropolitan police are searching 
for the perpetrators of the outrage, and 
the railway officers are assisting” them. 
The police deny that any rocket cartridges 
were found near the scene of the explo- 


sion. Notraces have been discovered of 
the nature of the explosives used. It has 
been ascertained that the explosion could 
not have been caused by coal gas, and no.

YELLOW FEVER. AGAIN. 


The Steamer San Blas Brings Three 
Cases, 


Chinese Trickery at Cantou—Death ofa Stock 
Exchange Member—Nevada Grain 
Freights—Release of Hyams 
the Bankrupt, 


San Fgancisco, Oct. 31.—The Pacific 
mail steamer San Blas, which arrived this 
morning from Panama, brought three 
cases of yellow fever--John Murphy, a 
cabin passenger, from New York; Francis- 
co Perez, of Acapulco, and the steamer’s 
cook. The last two are reported dying, 


and Murphy is recovering. ‘The vessel 
failed to tly the yellow flag, the surgeon 
being ignorant that the sickness was yel- 
low fever. On the way up she stopped at 
‘Acapulco, Mazatlan and San Blas. No 
communication was held with the latter 
place. The fever is still raging there. At 
Mazatlan she took thirty passengers and 
got a clean bill of health. The first case 
developed after leaving Acapulco. The 
well passengers were transferred to the 
steamer China, the sick ones to the float- 
ing fever hospital. 


CHINESE TRADERS’ 
San Francisco, Oct. 31.—The Bulletin 
says, on reliable authority, that a regular 
system of fraudulent brokerage has been 


established in Canton to furnish Chinese 
traders’ certificates, from ten to fifty dol- 
lars each. The cost depends on the stand- 
ing of the applicant’s friends who vouch 
for him, The applicant is not brought 
into contact with the Chinese officials. 


REDUCTION IN GRAIN FREIGHTS, 
San Francisco, Oct. 31.—Yesterday, in 
response to a request of a number of Ne- 
vada shippers, the Central Pacific made a 


specially low rate for grain shipping from 
points in Nevada to tide water here. It 
was shown that Nevada raised much more. 
grain than was needed for home consump- 
tion and it being fount that the highest 
freight it could afford to pay to tide water 
was about six dollars per ton, a rate of 
five dollars was made from Reno to the 
Bay, and six dollars from Battle Moun- 


tain. The old rate was about $28 per ton.

Editor of the Times—Sin: 
While the subject of exorbitant rents is 
being discussed in your columns, permit 
me to say afew words regarding the un- 
pleasant position in which working people 
are placed by the desire of landlords to 


getrich in a hurry. The average wages of 
empluyes in stores, ete., are $50. per 
month. We will suppose a clerk has re- 
where he re 
ceived about thé same pay. In a city 


larger than Los Angeles, in every way de- 


sirable for a dwelling place, and assured 
of continual grewth and prosperity, 
the ‘comforts of half a 
arrranged rooms, 
for the 


two to four apartments of smaller size and 


few conveniences. 


Even the poorest class of Eastern 
houses, (outside of the great tenemeats in 
New York and Boston) is provided with 
clothes closets, pantries and china closets, 
and, in many instances, with sink room, 
storage room and cellar, all of Which are 
not taken into account when fixing the 
rate of rent, it being understood that a 
house is not complete without them. 

Now, our clerk comes to Los~Angeles 
with his family, and at once finds that he 
must crowd wife, children and all into 
two or three small rooms, if he desires to 
make his salary meet all the wants of ex- 
istence. Thisisfar from pleasant, and 
who shall blame ee if lie writes to his 
friends and teils them so? When 
he goes home’ from’ his work he 
wants to tind something more than 
a lodging place, and when his wife receives 
if her neighbors are sveciable 
enough to seek. her acquaintance, she 
wants to take them into an orderly, co y 
apartment which does not dv duty for « 
bedroom. She is not accustomed to liv- 
ing in such a huddled-up fashion, and it 
hurts her pride and offends her sense of 
‘order to be obliged to do so now. Yet 
such an apology fora homie as this costs 
from 310 to $20 per month. Even a man 
and wife, without children, cannot keep 
jhouse, and be comfortable, without a 
kitchen, bedroom, aud sittingroom, and 
for these close quarters they must pay $15 
a month and over, leaving $35 for food, 
clothes and incidental expenses. There is 
certainly someihing wrong abouta system 
which forces a man to pay one third of 
all he earns fdr the privilege 
of a_ suitable home, especially 
when his payments . make = him 
no nearer a home of his own if he keeps 
On with them & dozen years. ° ] 

Some greedy landlords attempt to ex- 
cuse themselves by making the piea that 
they must make money now, for this boom 
will not last loug! That statement is not 
worthy of.an argument. but one thing is 
certain: such extortionists are doing all 
they can to bring the crash they dread. 
Things are bound to find their level, and 
Californians cannot always obtain double 
and treble the rate of interest they were 
once glad to secure in the East. Many 
men are gladly lending their money to the 
Government at four per cent., while many

$8 AND RED TAPE. 
Months Delay on a Small 
Railroad Claim. 


From Meriden, Conn., to Los Angeles, Califor- 
nia—A Long Journey Through Rail- 
road Letters and Dry Documents. 


Meyberg Brothers, of this city, over 
eighteen months ago had a claim against 
an eastern road for three casks of granite 
iron-ware, which had miscarried between 
Meriden, Conn., and Los Angeles. Natu- 
rally, they inquired about it, and at last 
they have a response. The shipping bill 
shows three casks of granite iron-ware, 
weighing 551 pounds, dated in Meriden, 
Conn. They had a bill duly receipted by 
theC. P. R. R. In answer to their first 
inquiry, J. F. Goddard, General Freight 
Agent of the A., T. & 8. F. R. R., on July 
22d, 1882, wrote to W. L. Malcolm, Gen- 
eral : Eastern Agent, ‘‘Please locate 
blamé.’’
